Why does Rhee dominate? 


Ff is imposstble to observe the events that 
have followed the Korean armistice with 
oul being disturbed by the behaviour of these 
primarily responsible for the conduct of 
affairs on behalf of the United Nations. 

When the 22,000 prisoners broke out with 
the connivance of the South Korean guards 
there was no serious warning given to Syng 
man Rhee and his ministers regarding this 
plain defiance of the United Nations and con 
tempt for its procedures. 

‘There has equally been no serious allempt 
to require that the Government of South 
Korea should act in a fashion that would 
make a little less preposterous the claim that 
this territory constitutes a part of the free 
world. 

When Chough Pyung-ok spoke in the South 
Korean National Assembly in condemnation 
of Syngman Rhee’s defiance of the armistice 
agreement and his threat to withdraw his army 
from the control of the United Nations com- 
mand, and was consequently arrested, the 
United Nations command seems not to have 
felt that any protest was called for on its 
part. That it was less dangerous for a South 
Korean to act in defiance of the decisions of 
the United Nations than to seek to uphold 
them was apparently not felt to be in any way 
anomalous, 


Mysterious complacency 


The attitude of the South Korean Govern- 
ment to the Neutral Nations Repatriation 
Commission is met with the same mysterious 
complacency by UN. Syngman Rhee and his 
Ministers thunder threats against the Indians, 
and arrange demonstrations in the streets to 
arouse clamour. Uhey try to put the prisoners 
in the kind of ferment that may cither lead to 
a new break-out by the prisoners or involve 
the Indians in bloody action to try to prevent 
it. No public word in deprecation comes 
from the UN command. 


Indeed, so far from the UN Command seck- 
ing to place its authority behind the Repatria- 
tion Commission, General Mark Clark passes 
on a complaint that is redolent of S. Korean 
bias and associates himself with it. 


There is thus no attempt made to discourage 
the Rhee Government in its deliberate policy 
of making difliculties for those who have been 
charged with this very onerous task that the 
United Nations Assembly has decided shall be 
done,. ‘There seems to be rather an assumption 
that what tthe UN Command has to do is to 
stand aside with satisfaction and see the 
Repatriation Commission, and particularly the 
Indians, “take the rap.” It is impossible not 
to sympathise with the comment of the Times 
of India, which said: 

“The United Nations, which is a 
synonym for the United States, would do 
well to realise that there is a limit beyond 
which forbarance cannot be exercised.” 
ft went on to remark that if UNO really 

desired peace it was time that a greater sense 
of responsibility was shown than is being 
manifested in “ the antics of its spokesmen.”

1956, assuming the correctness of Mr. Charles 
Wilson's calculations. By that date each side 
will be in a position to visit complete destruc- 
tion on the other. 

Is there to be the preventive war that some 
of the more dehumanised sections of opinion 
favour? But there is nothing more criminal 
in the fact that the Russians possess the 
hydrogen bomb than in the fact that the 
Americans possess it. If there is criminality 
it is on both sides, with America taking the 
lead. A preventive war not only might be a 
military miscalculation but it would result in 
the moral isolation of America from the rest 
of the world. 

What policy then could be propounded with 
“ Operation Candour?” 

There is no possible policy along the lines 
of greater strength with which to threaten the 
potential enemy. More than enough power is 
already there. 

There is no way out of President Eisen- 
hower's dilemma militarily. There is no use in 
thinking in terms of war if war is no Jonger 
to be fought: when we have to choose between 
global destruction and the methods of pacifism. 

There is only one serious policy that can 
provide the necessary posifive complement to 
a genuine “ Operation Candour ;" it is to seck 
an agreement on the banning of atomic 
weapons on any terns, recognising that this 
cannot be done without military risk ; and to 
begin to treat Point Four of President 
Truman’s declaration as a serious plan to be 
used as the king-pin of the policy with which 
the USA is to face the world. 

We doa not expect that President Eisenhower 
will have brought himsclf to face the necessity 
of such a policy before November 15. For the 
sake of the future of the world Iet us hope that 
he will have done so before November, 1956. 


Preceding the trip to Chicago, 1 spent a day 
in’ Washington, D.C. Part of the day was 
devoted to interviewing State Department 
officials and others in the effort to interest 
them in releasing the Puerto Rican Nationalist 
Party Jeader, Pedro Albizu Campos, from 
prison.

force for liberation. 


To end “ Oat and Mouse” 


Another portion of the day in Washington 
was spent in the campany of a representative 
of the American Friends Service Committee, 
Harrop A. Freeman, and the Secretary of the 
Central Committee for Conscientious Objec- 
tors, Lyle Tatum, in a conference with repre- 


sentatives of the Department of Justice. 


There have been instances, and more are 
threatened, of COs who have already served a 
prison term as non-registrants being indicted a 
second time for refusal to conform to some 
other provision of the Selective Service Act.

AMERICAN soldiers were defeated by 
an act of non-violent resistance when 

they attempted to requisition German 

farm land near Heidelberg recently. 

At account of the actlon was given to the 
Annual) General Meeting of the German 
Section of the War Resisters Tnternatioaitl 
which met io Nuremberg an Seplember 26 
und 27. 

The Seeretary of the Heidelberg WRI Group 
told the meeuny that farmers ina neighbour- 
ing village had decided to turn out with their 
seythes and puchforks to protect their property 
but he had been able to persuade them to fake 
non-violent action, 


When the Americans came (o take posses- 
sion of a field they found that the entire 
popatation of the village had darned out aud 
were standing round the field holding hands, 
refusing 10 let anyone puss. 

The military had to admit defeat and with. 
draw. the local press had refused to publish 
any report of the incident. 


A growing movenient 


Opening the AGM, the chairman of the 
Nuremberg Group, ke many speakers after 
him, pointed out that the recent partiamentary 
election had created a critical situation as far 
as the German Section was concerned and that 
dificult, times were ahead. 


On the whole membership seemed to be 
slowly increasing, the average number of 
group embers being about 20. AH the 
Groups of war resisters had been particularly 
active at election time and many thousands ol 
luaflers had been distributed. Several Groups 
had to report difhenttics with the police, 
including confiscation of posters, banning ot 
demonstrations, arrests sind tines. 


The duty of pacifists 


Hleinz Kraschutzki, Berlin, a member of 
the International Council of the War Resisters’ 
International, spoke on “The Political World 
Situation.” Hle pointed out that changes were 
happemng in itis world which were vastly 
more important than the German elections. 

The first half of the present century had 
seen the end of the predominance of the white 
race. Now the coloured peoples were on thei 
way to freedom, and the question was whether 
that freedam was to be won by violent or 
by non-violent ieans. — * 


It was the duty of pacifists (o influence 
public opinion towards an ucceptunce of 
these changes and to help the struggling 
masses fo recognise non-violence as the only 
effective muecany of bringing about their 
release, 

The Sunday morning session was devoted to 
a discussion on non-violence, opened by Hilda 
von Klenze, of the British Peace Pledge Union 
speaking on the activities and experiences ol 
the Non-Violent Resistance Ciroup, Heinz 
Kraschutzki on non-violent technique, and Dr 
Nikolaus Koch on “ Peace Service in place at 
War Service.”

"HAVE just returned from a rather unusual study conference in Marienberg, a 
small town situated on one of the wooded hills in (he Westerwald district of 


Germany, 

The seminar was unusual because : 

(a) it was the first tine that a group of young 

students and professors have. gathered in 

Germany to study ways and mens of facili- 

lating social intercourse between Africans 

and Europeans ; ; 

(b) it was an entirely altruistic venture with- 

out the usual strings—political or economic ; 

(c) the “Programme Direktor”” was an 

African who was widely travelled and 

experienced in the contemporary problems 

of both continents, , 

In all, about 30 people participated in the 
conference ‘They came from France, Germany, 
Haly, Nelgium and England, and stayed for ten 
days. Although most of the participants were 
interested in some part or paris of Africa, we 
all ugieed to approach the deliberations with 
humility and uk the desire ta learn, and nat 
to teach, 


“ Conflict map ” of Africa 


At the opening session, Professor Mangin, of 
Paris, gave a most atimulating survey of the 
factors of history, politics and cconormics, 
which have gone to determine the character of 
the race confict which threatens ta divide the 
world info two opposing blacks. Perhaps his 
most salient point was the need ta tako cog 
sance of the geographical and historical con 
tinuity between Europe and Africa. 

To complete this general background, we 
tried to evaluate ihe causes of tension ani 


distrust, operative im personal relations aad in 
public life everywhere in Africa, where the 
European deems to make his home. 


Moway as if the intenstty of this fant 
conflict was directly proportional te the 
imiuber of Westem European biuigrants. 
Indeed, an attempt was made fo construct a 

“conflict map” of Afriea, using arbitrary units 
to denote the degree of explosiveness of the 
situation in cach country.

all causes of war 


JP ESISTANCE to war by individuals or 

groups is not new, nor has it been 
confined to any one race, religion, class, 
country, or historical period. 


In this twentieth century, however, modem 
world war has created a world reaction on the 
part of individuals who have personally 
renounced war and who refuse individually to 
take any part in it, 

These people are now joined together in the 
War Resisters’ International, which has links 
in $8 countries. In 28 of these countries there 
are 43 afliliated sections, while there are con- 
tacts in the remaining 60. 


WRE DECLARATION 


The War Resisters’ International Declara- 
lion ist ° War ix a crime against humanity. 
We therefore are determined not to support 
any war und to strive for the removal of the 
cauusey of war,” and membership is only 
obtainable by individual assent to this, or an 
acceptable equivatent. This applics to groups 
secking affiliation as well as to individuals. 

Each individual member of such a group 
must personally assent to the Declaration 
before the group may become affiliated. 


Membership of the War Resisters’ Inter- 
national is usually attained through member- 
ship of an affiliated Section, ¢.g., in Great 
Hritain each member of the Peace Pledge 
Union, which is afliliated, is automatically a 
member of the War Resisters’ International, In 
other countries, however, where sections do not 
exist because of local conditions, direct indi- 
vidual membership is accepted. Membership 
is apen to all, irrespective of race or creed. 


ORGANIC GROWTH 


The War Resisters' International has not 
been formed from the centre, by, for example, 
a group of peaple who once sat down and said 
“Yet us have an International War Resistance 
Mavement,” and then proceeded to send out 
pacifist messengers to make converts. Rather, 
it has been the gradual coming together of 
groups and people, like-minded in thought and 
individual action, from many different social, 
cultural and geographical climates. 


In 1921 representatives of groups of war 
resisters in only four European countries laid 
the foundations. These were people who, 
without contact across the frontiers, had made 
their witness during the firat world war. Today 
after World War 1J members come from all 
five continents, 

Every three years, international circum- 
stances permitting, an International Conference 
is held which elects the Ollicers and an Inter- 
national Council to serve for the next three 
years. This Conference is the general policy- 
making body of the War Resisters’ Inter- 
national, Sections, however, retain autonomy 
within the limits of the Declaration. 


WRL WITNESS AND WORK 


It has often been stated that the strength of 
the War Resisters’ International is in the 
strength of the individual to stand alone, The 
cost to the individual member is often very 
heavy, involving poverty, ostracism, loss of 
liberty and even death, yet the witness 
continues, 


Through the War Resisters’ International 
contact and co-operation is maintained between 
groups in different countries, even to a large 
measure in time of war. Through its agency 
men have been released from prison and many 
saved from concentration camps. Material is 
collected relative to military service in most 
parts of the world and this is available to 
members and sections when seeking to obtain 
legal recognition of conscientious objection.

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has had a marked elfect in some countrics in 
terms of legal recognition of conscience, at the 
game time some of those countries have 
become organised for war on a totally ellicicnt 
basis never before achicved. Ee is recognised 
in the War Resisters’ International that ind: 
vidual witness must be sustained and indeed 
in many countries war resisters are in the midst 
of an immense struggle, the importance of 
which cannot be exaggerated. 


Yet looking to the future it is clear how 
much wisdom and insight there was on the 
part of the founders who drew up the Declara- 
tion in 1921, when they added to the “ renun- 
ciation” clause the second phrase, “to strive 
for the removal of the causes of war.” 


So in those countries where legal recognition 
of conscientious objection has been won, there 
has developed study and action on such prob- 
lems as pacifist policy towards imperialism. 
non-violent direct action, and “ civil defence,” 
to take but a few matters. To promote the 
development of such work the War Resisters’ 
International has a Consultative Comunittec 
which can prepare information along these 
lines for the {nternational movement. 


STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES 


Although much has and may be written 
about the work and principles of the War 
Resisters’ International, probably the — best 
statement thaf can be made is in the “ State- 
ment of Principles” drawn up in 1921, con- 
firmed at the International Conference in 1925, 
and only amended in small details since. These 
words are as (rue now as they were 30 years 
ago and their relevance is even greater: 


War ts a erime against humaniiy, 


{t is a crime against life, using human per- 
sonalitics for political and economic ends. 


Friends’ Intern

JARIENDS International Centre in 
Tavistock Square, London, comes 
under the control of the Friends Ser- 
vice Council, which supervises all 
“overseas ” work. 


This Hostel and Club is one of a chain of 
such houses run by Quaker bodies all over 
the world: in Paris, Berlin, Vienna, Shang- 
hai, to mention a few of them. Some of 
these are assisted by the US Friends; but 
Friends [nternational Centre in London is 
wholly the responsibility of British Quakers. 


According to one of their own  statements- 
“Those who come to London from overseas 
often find little opportunity to make the 
acquaintance of British people, and of other 
visitors from abroad. The Centre welcomes 
them, as well as those in Gt. Britain, who 
would like to mect some of the many in- 


teresting people who come from other coun- i 


tries. Here people of all races, creeds and 
conditions can meet as individuals.” 

There is a small paid stafl, including the War- 
dens, Fred and Dorothy Irvine, but volun- 
tary helpers do a great deal of the work. 
Making curtains, moving furniture we're 
always moving things about” one of the 
stall said—and answering enquiries of every 
kind. “What sort of enquiries?” T asked 
and was given the example of how a Jewish 
refugee might come to ask how he or she 
should go about claiming compensation for 
Nazi misdeeds from the present German 
Government. 

Then there is the never-ending cooking of 
meals: the day [| called 30 were expected 
for supper. The number of  residents— 
those staying for periods that could be any- 
thing from one night te six months—last 
year was 1,100. The Warden told me, in- 
cidentally, that he is always glad to welcome 
members of pacilist organisations and read- 
ers of Peace News either as members of 
the Centre or as voluntary workers. 

General activities consist of lectures and dis- 
cussions, socials, excursions and musical 
evenings. Looking through the programmes 
for the past two years T found, among the 
lecturers, names such as Knigsley Martin 
(Editor of the New Statesman), K. Zilliacus, 
Fenner Brockway, MP, and Reginald Rey- 
nolds, and subjects as varied as ‘ George 
Fox--Religious Revolutionary,” “ Kenya,” 
“Indian Art” and “The Nutritional Case 
for Vegetarianism.” 

At the beginning of 1953 there were 187 meim- 
bers of the student group, representing 34 
nationalities ; one-third of these members 
were British. The students have their own 
commitice, with a young Friend for Chair- 
man, and help in planning their own activi- 
ties. At the moment not a preat deal of 
welfare work is carried out, but there is 
a steady stream of callers asking for help 
and advice. The small staff, unable to cope 
with all these problems thernselves, can at 
least direct enquirers to the proper auth- 
orities. 

Some Peace News readers may remember the 
evening not long ago when Russell folin- 
son, an American peace worker, spoke at 


Friends International Centre. ‘That was 
typical of the hundreds of meetings held 
there by ontside organisalions, some of 


them having a link with the Friends, 
others quite independent. These include the 
Ex-Servicemen's Anti-War Group, Labour 
Peace Fellowship, Peace Builders and Peace
